Colonel Lindbergh ei- 
preased the belief that proximity to 
the business section is the most im- 
portant item to be taken into con- 
sideration. 


"If the airport 1st an hour's ride 


from, the city," he explained, "it 
takes away most of the advantage 
of flying time; on a trip from New 
Fork or Philadelphia to Washing- 
ton, the time required going to and 
from distant landing fields would 
add so much to the flying time that 
there would be little advantage over 
the railroad time."

COLLECTING ALIMONY 
J udge Gemmill of the Superior 
Court of Chicago, recently 
criti­ 
cized the way in which many wo­ 
men attempt 
to collect alimony. 
According to 
his v iew, many of 
these women 
feel that all 
they 
hav e to do is to come into court 
and ask for money and they can 
collect from a man all the rest of 
his life. 
The law prov iding alimony for 
wiv es in case of div orce or sepa­ 
ration was probably 
appropriate 
to conditions when 
it was made, 
but it is claimed that 
in 
many 
cases it works unjustly now. It is 
said that many women 
will 
sue 
their husbands for div orce on v ery 
inadequate grounds, for 
the sole 
purpose of obtaining an adequate 
support. 
If a man’s conduct has 
not been strictly ethical, he may 
giv e up the money without much 
protest, when his wife is perhaps 
no better than he is. 
In former days when women did 
not commonly hav e any 
occupa­ 
tion by which they couid 
earn 
a 
liv ing outside of their own homes, 
and when most of them had chil­ 
dren, a reason ex isted in the great 
majority 
of cases 
why 
a 
man 
should pay alimony in 
cases of 
div orce. 
But today 
when 
many 
married couples hav e no children 
and when the majority of women 
can resume after a 
div orce 
the 
occupations by which they former­ 
ly earned a liv ing, the 
justice of 
the 
claim 
for 
alimony 
is 
not 
always so clear. 
Where a wife is left with chil­ 
dren to be supported, the fairness 
of the 
payment 
of 
alimony 
is 
usually obv ious. 
The justice of 
such payments depend 
a 
great 
deal on which party is the more 
responsible for 
the 
unfortunate 
marriage and separation. 
Women 
who entrap men by their bewitch­ 
ing and designing ways, and with 
mercenery motiv es, and 
without 
any loyal affection, and then quit 
them after a few years, 
are 
not 
usually in any position to make a 
just claim 
for support. 
Tf they 
are tired of 
their 
bargain, they 
should 
commonly 
depend 
upon 
their own independent resources. 


TALK AND ACTION 
The difference between 
a pro­ 
gressiv e and unprogressiv e com­ 
munity, is not commonly one 
of 
intelligence. 
The intelligent com­ 
munity is sometimes less progres­ 
siv e than one with less 
learning 
but more ambition. An intelligent 
community may 
talk 
and 
talk 
about needed improv ements, 
yet 
hav e no one with the initiativ e to 
take hold and lead the way to ac­ 
complishing the same. 
The go ahead 
town 
does 
not 
waste time in endless talk about a 
desirable improv ement. If the pro­ 
ject is not 
practical, it 
sets 
it 
aside, and does not consume time 
talking about it. 
But if the plan 
is possible and practical, it takes 
hold of it with determination, and 
gets it out of the way. and reaps 
the 
benefit. 
Communities 
that 
talk 
about 
improv ements, 
and 
rarely or nev er put them through, 
are afflicted with a civ ic paralysis 
that will keep them stationary.
